ly made an authorized check of 
the hospital together with a state 
architect, and had presented a 
recommendation of improvements. 

Mr. Gex stated that regardless 
of any detail in the matter, Mr. 
Foster Fowler, Executive Director 
of MCHC, and Miss Phillips had 
put on notice the recommendatior 
as a protection to the Board o. 
Trustees, who could be liable, 
were the safety measures ignored. 

The question of the hospital 
board’s authority to close the hos- 
pital arose with Mrs. Argus’ 
statement that as far as the state 
was concerned the hospital was 
still licensed to operate. .

It was observed by Attorney 
Gex that the hospital board had 
the authority to close the hospital 
because of danger to the lives of 
patients involved. 

A confrovery ensued between 
Mr. Gex and Mrs. Argus referr- 
ing to what Gex called a ‘vicious” 
letter, printed in a local pub- 
lication recently, and addressed to 
him, to the Board of Trustees, 
and to the public. He asked for 
an explanation of the term 
“Scheme” as set forth in the 
letter, stating that the term was 
a direct charge against himself 
as well as the hospital board, and 
added that when a charge is made 
libel could be the result. 

(Mrs. Argus replied that she was 
ready to meet Mr. Gex in open 
court if necessary. 

Mrs. Shirley Sewell, a member 
of the civic group, asked why 
the hospital had been closed 
when no order from the office 
of Mr. Fowler had been issued 
to that effect, and Mr. Gex ex- 
plained that upon Fowler's advice 
an inspection of the hospital 
building became an immediate 
necessity, in order to assure safe-- 
ty to patients. 

‘Pending this inspection the 
hospital was closed except to two 
or three emergency patients, who 
had been admitted before the 
time set for closing. 

‘The next alleged accusation 
which Mr. Gex questioned on the 
part of signees of the open letter 
related to statement made con- 
cerning “secret meetings,” which 
the hospital board was allegedly 
accused of having conducted. 

Mrs. Argus stated that when 
Miss Phillips visited the hospital 
in July no one was informed 
of her presence or that of the 
state architect who accompanied 
her.

Mrs. Argus argued that when 
the state architect came to the 
hospital she requested an audi- 
ence with him but was refused by 
Mrs. Myrtle Santa Cruz, registered 
nurse on duty at the time, and 
a member of the Board, who stat- 
ed that the meeting was ‘secret.” 
It is possible that the misuse of 
the word “secret” here instead 
of ‘private’ is what caused the 
confusion on this point. 

Securing the floor, Mrs. Kirk- 
patrick, before a hushed audi- 
ence, was able to accomplish the 
purpose for which she had sought 
a hearing. She presented to Sam 
Favre, attorney for the Board of 
Supervisors, an illustrated bro- 
chure describing a complete 
sprinkler system, “the type used 
in Charity Hospital in New Or- 
leans” and stated that estimates 
revealed it could be installed for 
the sum of $600.00. She was 
assured by Mr. Favre that the 
expenditure could be taken care 
of. 

Mrs. Kirkpatrick revealed at 
this point the estimated sum for 
a heating system which would 
circulate aid throughout the en- 
tire building, but it was suggest- 
ed by Mr. Favre that this pro- 
posed improvement be delayed 
and that the sprinkler system be 
concentrated upon as a means of 
reopening the hospital as quickly 
as possible. 

Mention was made by Mys. Kirk- 
patrick that ` two donors were 
ready to advance checks of $500.00 
each immediately upon the re- 
opening of the hospital doors. 

Mrs. Argus then stated that she 
thought it was “fine” if the King’s 
Daughters board could procure 
personal donations but that as a 
representative of the civic group, 
which seeks expansion of the pres- 
ent board of trustees, she wished 
to go on record as stating that 
as taxpayers her group emphati- 
cally objected to tax payers con- 
tributing to the hospital unless 
the membership was opened to 
public. 

“Have you ever belonged to the 
Hospital Board? “was the sugden 
question asked Mrs, Argus by At- 
torney Gex. “No” Was the rejoind- 
er. Pointedly Mr. Gex indicated 
that he wished that fact public- 
ized. 

At this point R. G. “Manny” 
Hubbard, Supervisor from Beat 5, 
likened the Board of Supervisors 
to innocent bystanders, who ex- 
pressed the desire that the Board 
of Trustees and the civic group 
establish an amicable understand- , 
ing. 

Despite this appeal a spokes- 
man for the civic group announc- 
ed that each faction was entitled 
to its own opinion and that the 
signees of the open letter were 
going ahead, with eight hundred 
signatures listed “and more to 
come,” to which Mrs. Kirkpatrick 
suggested, with visible emotion, 
that if her resignation would help 
conclude the matter she would 
happily proffer it. 

The civic group insisted that 
if the hospital board would 
change its by-laws to allow eleven 
members on the board, instead of 
the five which now exists, and that 
there would be some assurance 
that the hospital would not be 
closed again, they, as a body,~ 
would secure public funds for 
the hospital’s re-opening and op- 
eration. i 

A reference was made to the 
“arbitrary” closing of the hos- 
pital by a member of the civic 
group, to which Mr. Gex replied 
that the hospital was not “arbi- 
trarily’ closed, but was closed 
on his advice after a letter receiv- 
ed from the Mississippi Commis- 
sion on Hospital Care, and after 
a report made in the presence of 
Colonel Seal, Dr. A. K. Martino- 
lich and others to the effect that 
the huspiial was a danger te the 
patients. 

“In my legal status you would 
not want me to vary from that 
opinion” he concluded.

sive new Mississippi River Bridge, 
but over the dozens of ships 
passing in the river. 

Before plans for building the 
new bridge were completed, WWL 
had acquired the site for its trans- 
mitting tower near Gretna on the 
west bank of the Mississippi Riv- 
er, and the North Rampart 
Street studio location in New 
Orleans on the east bank of the 
river. Micro-waves travel in a 
straight Line, and when location 
of the Mississippi River Bridge 
was announced and construction 
begun, it became apparent that 
the bridge fell right in the ‘line 
of fire.” 

What to do? Go over the 
bridge? That would mean in- 
creasing the height of the trans- 
mitting tower, and Civil Aeronau- 
tics Authority regulations per- 
mitted only a 750-foot tower— 
not enough to beam above the 
bridge. Would the site for the 
tower have to be changed alto- 
gether? 

Engineers and technical advisors 
got together and finally came up 
with a plan to beam the micro- 
waves under the bridge. But 
here another problem presented 
itself. If the waves were beam- 
ed too far below the bridge, 
passing ships would cause inter- 
ference. 

They checked with various 
steamship companies and govern- 
ment agencies to learn the height 
of the largest ship which might 
pass under the bridge. There could 
be no margin for error. The riv- 
er’s flood stage had to be con- 
sidered, for it would make a dif- 
ference of several feet. 

The exact safety margin has been 
established and the problem has 
been solved, according to J. D 
Bloom, chief engineer for the 
new TV station, which will begin 
broadcasting on Channel 4 in 
September. The dash antennae 
atop the ‘transmitting tower near 
Gretna and at the Rampart Street 
studio have been so adjusted to 
beam the micro-waves between the 
bridg structure and the superstruc- 
ture of passing ships. 

‘It is not a simple trick, and 
we are proud of our accomplish- 
ment,” said Bloom. '

Each driver must 
meet certain physical require- 
ments; he must have the use of 
both hands and feet and must 
pass a standard eye test. 

The course includes general in- 
formation concerning State Laws, 
the rules of the road and methods 
of protecting ihe chiidrea. =f 
driving test includes opeh road 
driving, loading and unloading 
children and seeing them safely 
across the highway. 

Obstacle driving is also requir- 
ed for the purpose of determin- 
ing whether. or not the driver 
can handle his bus under differ- 
ent conditions.
